The  last  few  years  have  been  something  of  a shock  to  collectors,  since  the 
prices  of  gold  and  silver  have  jumped  up,  and  despite  our  most  fervent  wishes, 
stayed  up.  For  many  collectors,  it's  been  a time  to  be  cautious  and  buy  as  little 
as  possible,  at  least  when  it  comes  to  United  States  gold  and  silver  coinage.  So 
it  may  come  as  something  of  a surprise  to  find  that  there  are  still  some  rather 
good  deals  within  the  Peace  dollar  series.  Indeed,  a person  can  assemble  at 
least  a piece  of  the  Peace  series  without  steam-rolling  their  wallet.  Here  are 
some  dates  and  their  affordability. 

The  1921  and  1928 

Okay,  we  put  these  two  dates  right  up  front  to  wake  you  up,  and  to  get  any 
lingering  illusions  outof  our  collective  mind  right  away.  These  are  expensive 
coins.  Always  have  been.  Always  will  be.  This  does  not  mean  you  cannot 
purchase  either  date.  With  1 million  of  the  1 921  on  the  books  officially,  and 
360,649  of  the  1 928  recorded,  it's  not  as  if  either  of  these  is  a super  rarity. 
But  both  have  been  the  key  coins  of  this  series  right  from  the  get  go.  Do  not 
expect  to  get  one-  even  in  a lesser  grade-  for  less  than  $100.  In  fact,  the 
buy  in  for  the  1 928  is  closer  to  $400.  That  means  each  coin  is  available,  but 
obviously  not  cheap. 

The  1922  - 1926  coins  from  Philadelphia 

The  most  common  dates  within  the  entire 
Peace  dollar  series  fall  in  these  early  years. 

The  Main  Mint  in  Philly  pounded  out 
over  51.7  million  in  1922  alone.  By 
just  about  any  measure,  that  means 
this  coin  will  be  common  for  a long, 
long  time.  But  even  the  1 926,  which 
saw  only  1 .9  million  to  its  official 
tally,  can  still  be  had  in  a lower 
mint  state  condition  for  only  about 
$50.  That's  not  all  that  much  more 
than  the  price  of  the  metal  within  it. 

Thus,  there  are  five  dates  that  anyone 
can  get  their  hands  on  without  t( 
much  of  a financial  outlay.  It's  a good  stc'

The  1922-D,  1922-S,  and  1923-S 

The  year  1 922  was  undoubtedly  a busy  one  when  it  came  to  total  Mint  output 
for  Peace  dollars.  The  1922  coins  from  the  City  of  Brotherly  Love  saw  the 
51 .7  million  total  we  just  mentioned,  and  the  Denver  branch  came  in  with 
just  over  1 5 million,  while  the  San  Francisco  branch  ponied  up  1 7.4  million 
more.  That  is  one  big  pile  of  silver. 

Today,  any  of  the  1 922  Peace  dollars  remain  very  affordable.  Plenty  of  them 
have  been  encapsulated  by  some  third  party  grading  service  over  the  past 
twenty  years,  which  means  it  will  be  easy  to  buy  examples  in  very  specific 
grades,  such  as  MS-62,  MS-63,  MS-64,  or  even  the  constantly  desired  MS- 
65.  Look  carefully  at  both  the  coin  you  want  to  buy,  as  well  as  any  grading 
sheet,  before  you  plunk  down  your  money  for  one  of  these  big  coins.  The 
surprise  can  be  found  between  the  different  grades.  For  example,  while  a 
1922-S  might  cost  $50  in  MS-60,  it  may  only  cost  $65  or  so  in  MS-62.  Of 
course,  what  you  spend  is  up  to  you.  But  a few  extra  dollars  may  net  you  a 
much  better  looking  example. 

Both  the  availability  and  the  price  differences  of  the  1922's  are  mirrored  in 
the  1923-S.  It's  always  going  to  be  a common  Peace  dollar,  with  just  over 
1 9 million  minted.  But  there  are  plenty  of  good  ones  out  there  from  which 
to  choose,  which  means 


in  1934  and  1935.  While  not  the  largest  mintage 
' from  any  of  the  facilities  during  these  two  years, 


/ much  of  the  hype  and  hubbub  of  the  high  costs  of 


the  1 935  silver  dollars  from  Philadelphia  remain 
the  least  expensive,  at  least  as  it  makes  it  up  to 
the  mint  state  grades.  As  this  is  being  written,  an 
MS-60  specimen  costs  only  about  $70.  So  once 
again  we  have  a silver  dollar  that  has  resisted 


silver  on  world  markets  in  the  past  few  years.

The  1964 

Boy,  oh  boy,  don't  we  all  WISH  we  could  have  a 1964  Peace  dollar?  For 
those  who  have  never  heard  the  tale,  in  1 964  the  dollar  coin  was  once  again 
supposed  to  be  minted,  this  time  after  almost  thirty  years  on  the  shelf.  Mint 
records  show  that  Denver  did  indeed  produce  over  three  hundred  thousand 
of  them,  as  directed.  But  apparently,  all  were  melted  when  the  decision  to 
release  silver  dollars  into  circulation  was  reversed.  Ever  since,  not  a single 
1964  Peace  dollar  has  turned  up,  either  in  the  United  States,  or  outside  the 
borders  (where  an  auction  might  be  able  to  sell  it  with  no  fear  that  the  Secret 
Service  could  seize  the  coin).  But  also  ever 
silver  dollar  aficionados  have  been  on  the 
for  one-  just  one-  of  these  dollars  to 
The  only  ones  to  be  seen  exist  as  the  result  of 
a little  bit  of  computer  image  wizardry. 

Well,  there  are  certainly  are  some  highs  and 
lows  within  the  Peace  dollar  series.  But  even 
with  silver  hovering  between  $30  and  $35 
per  ounce,  we  have  seen  that  there  are  still 
some  great  possibilities  for  those  folks  wanting 
to  dive  into  the  field.  ^

I still  have  that  book  and  the  value  of  all  of 
the  coins  in  it  are  still  about  one  cent  each.  It  wasn't  until  I learned  about  a local 
coin  shop  in  my  town  (my  town  has  1 900  people  in  it,  but  we  have  a coin  shop) 
that  I got  into  collecting  the  high  priced  coins...  Wheat  Pennies!  Well,  high  priced

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to  me  at  the  time...  I also  still  have  that  collection- almost  all  are  uncirculated- and 
most  of  the  coins  are  still  worth  the  same  price  as  when  I bought  them.  While  I was 
collecting  those  coins,  I was  also  reading  and  learning  about  coin  collecting. 

When  I was  at  the  coin  store,  I would  see  someofthesilvercoinsthat  were  way  out 
of  my  budget.  At  that  time  though,  silver  was  at  about  $1 5-$1 6 per  ounce.  When 
it  got  up  to  $20  an  ounce,  it  really  hit  me.  Some  hobbies  like  flying  R/C  planes  or 
bird  watching  don't  have  the  same  properties  as  collecting  coins  (especially  bird 
watching).  1 bring  up  R/C  planes  because  this  was  one  hobby  that  my  dad  just 
wouldn't  let  me  get  into-  partly  for  the  investment  and  partly  because  the  true  cost 
depended  upon  my  ability  to  not  crash. 

Unlike  the  R/C  planes,  numismatics  is  a hobby  where  you  don't  throw  your  money 
out  the  window  (you  throw  your  money  into  money).  Most  of  the  time,  you  won't 
have  to  worry  about  having  to  spend  all  this  money  for  equipment  that  will  degrade 
and  become  less  valuable  over  time.  Although,  coins  can  degrade  and  devalue  if 
you  don't  treat  them  right.  Usually,  if  you're  a smart  shopper,  you  should  never  think 
of  coins  as  putting  a strain  on  your  wallet.  Precious  metals  are  tricky  though  because 
they  do  go  up  and-  as  some  people  know  very  wel  1-  they  can  come  down  a lot!  You 
can  almost  guarantee  that  they  will  go  up  again,  but  1 am  not  getting  into  the  collector 
versus  investor  debate.  What  1 am  tr/ing  to  say  is  that  collecting  coins  is  a special  type 
of  hobby,  but  sometimes  that  is  best  for  people  to  figure  out  on  their  own.  ^

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OVERDATES  ON  LARGE  CENTS 

Submitted  by  Bill  Groom 


There  are  ever  so  many  ways  to 
collect  U.S.  Large  Cents  dated  from 
1793-1857.  One  way  is  to  buy 
an  album  and  try  to  fill  every 
hole.  That  approach  can  be  an 
expensive  proposition  as  many  of 
the  early  dates  and  varieties  can  be 
quite  costly;  particularly  so,  the  1793's, 

1799  and  1804.  There  are  many  collectors 
who  collect  these  by  type,  being  one  of  each 
major  design  change.  By  eliminating  the  pre-1 796 
types,  this  is  an  affordable  set  of  four  basic  coins: 
Draped  Bust  (1 796-1 807);  Classic  Head  (1 808-1 814);

Coronet  Head  (1816-1839);  and.  Braided  Hair  (1839-1857). 


Some  large  cent  collectors  focus  on  but  a single  year,  collecting  any  number  of 
subtle  varieties  from  that  one  year.  Other  collectors  focus  on  early,  middle  or 
late  dates  in  general.  Some  collectors  look  for  counterstamped  large  cents  and 
those  that  are  otherwise  unusual  ...  another  story,  that!

Many  collectors  of  modern  coins  have  heard  of  the  1 942/1  Mercury'  Dime,  the 
1918/7-D  Buffalo  Nickel  and  the  1 91 8/7-S  Standing  Liberty  Quarter.  Yet,  there  are 
ever  so  many  nineteenth  century  coins  that  are  equally  scarce,  population-wise, 
and  sell  for  a fraction  of  the  cost  of  their  twentieth  century  counterparts.

Here's  a list  of  overdates  in  the  large  cent  series:  1 798/7;  1 799/8;  1 800/79;  1 807/6; 


1810/09;  1811/10;  1819/8;  1820/19;  1823/2;  1824/2;  1826/5;  1833/2;  1839/6; 
1 844/81 ; and,  1 851/81 . With  the  exception  of  the  1 799/8  and  the  1 839/6,  any 
one  of  these  overdates  can  be  had  for  under  $100;  this,  given  the  necessary 
compromises  in  condition  for  those  scarcer,  early  coins. 


Here  also  is  an  example  of  the  1820/19, 
most  strongly  noted  by  the  visible  “1” 
through  the  backside  of 
the  “2”. 


Mint  employees,  working  long  hours  in  the 
old  days  could  easily  grab  the  wrong  numeral 
punches  or  dies  and  then  have  to  correct 
their  error.  Individual  number  punches  were 
then  used  to  apply  the  dates.  In  the  case  of  the 
1844/81  and  the  1851/81  cents,  it  appears  that 
the  dates  were  originally  placed  upside-down! 
Summarily,  overdate  large  cents  can  make  for  a 
great  and  affordable  mini-collection.  ^ 

From  this  close-up  of  the  1851/81,  the  inverted  “8" 
can  be  seen  to  the  left  of  and  within  the  loop  of  the 
“5”  with  the  stem  of  the  inverted  first  extending 
from  the  right  of  the  fourth  digit.

BOURSE  CHAIRMAN'S  REPORT
